. Mr. Living&on had long forefeen that 
the policflion of the eafl bank of the Mif- 
fifippi, to which alone the views of our 


government extended ; would be fufficient 
to infure our tranquility if an a€tive, pow- 
erful, and enlightened people occupied the 
well bank, particula:ty that beautiful coun- 
try that lies above the river Arkanfas, op- 
pofite ta our weflern eflablifhments. He 
therefore, (though without powers) firft 
endeavored to fatisfy the people in power 
at Paris, that the cftablifhment would be 
of no ufe to them, and that if they poffef- 
fed Louifiana, it was proper to give vs all 
the country above the Arkanfas, in order 
to interpofe us between them and Canada. 
He got his refleétions on this fubje& fub- 
mitted to the Firft Conlul, through the 
brother of the latter ; and notwithftanding 
his violent attachment to it, procured an 
effurance from him that fome arrangement 
fhould be made fatisfa€tory to us on this 
fubjeét, and that it fhould be done in A- 
merica by general Bernadotte. 

In March Mr. L. ventured upon what 
was there confidered as a bold and hazard- 
ous meafure, a direét and forcible addref{s 
to the Firft Conful perfonally on the fub- 
jet of our claims, upon which, having 
received from hima pofitive affurance that 
they fhould be promptly and iully paid, 
Mr. L. began to look forward to this as a 
means of accomplifhing his other obje&s, 
becaufe Lhe felt an alTurance that the Firft 
Conful could not go back from his perfon- 
al promife ; nor, in cafe of war, which hbe- 
gan to be probable, cou!d he find any oth. 


er means of dilciiarging it. 

The {pirited conduét of our ration in 
the affair of New-Orleans, was alfo oi nfe, 
and fo Rrongly preffed by Mr. L. that the 


French miniiter called upon him tor fome 
propolition relative tothat country. Tho’ 
wholiy without powers, he ventured on 
the 14th March to make them explicitly tor 
the eaft fide of the river, and al! above the

bal affurance a few davs atter that the

ed them to waitto fee whether the war 
would pafs over, and whether a better bar- 
gain could not be made.

Conful announced to council on the 8th, 
(tour days before Mr. Munroe arrived there) 
his determination to fell the country to us. 











The nest day the minifter called upon 
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Mere. for a {pecific propofition. The 
day. after (the bufinefs being put into Mr, 
Marbois’ hands) the minifter alarmed Mr, 
L. by pretending that he had no particular 
authority to {peak to him on the fubje&, 


but again calicd on him to fay what he 
would give. ) 
When our minifter heard of Mr. Mon- 


roe’s landing at Havre, he retufed to aét 
till his colleegue arrived ; but eafked why 
they wifhed him-to propofe for the who! 
purchase of Louifiana, when he had only 
afked the eaft fide of the river, and a por- 
tion of the weft ? The minifier told him 
that he had afked all that was worth having, 
and therefore muft take the whole; to 
which Mr. L. faid he had no objeétion, but 
would now wait till Mr. Monroe came up. 
On the morning of the 1eth Mr.,.Manroe 
arrived. On the evening of the 19th, Mr. 
Marbois called on Mr. L. and was fur- 
prized to fee Mr. Monroe, not having, as 
he faid, heard of his arrival ; but, after a. 
fhort vifit, he begged that he would come 
tothe Treafury at eleven. Mr. L. went ac- 
cordingly, when they tormally difcuffed 
the whole bufinefs of the ceflion, which 
Mr. L. told him he would communicate 
to Mr. Monroe, and he promifed to get 
full powers ; they were together ull patt 
The next day he prefented Mr. Mon- 
roe to the minifler, who received him po- 
litely, but faid nothing of bufinefs. The 
great point having been got over (the difh- 
culty of bringing the Conful to fell) their 
fubfeqnent difcuffion related only to the 
price and matters of form; fo that if Mr. 
Munroe had not been taken ill, and confi- 
ned to his bed for ten or twelve days, hav. 
ing been taken the ath day after his arri- 
val, they would have aereed probably be- 
forethe eo'h of April. Mr. L. had to en- 
counter great difficulties in this negocia- 
tion. He had alternate hopes and fears, e- 
ven alter they had determined to fell, and 
had called upon him for a propofition ; 
and even after the arrival of Mr. Monroe 
at Havre there was a moment in which he 
might have doubted M.Talleyrand’s fincer- 
ity, particularly when on the 10th he told 
him that his propofition was unauthorifed. 
Mr. L. wifhed at that inftant that Mr. Mon- 
roe had brought with him an affurance that 
New-Orleans was in our pofleflion. This 
would not have injured us; but as things 
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hare turned out, itis better that we did 
noi feize it. There was a perfeét accord- 
ante of fentiment between ! Munroe 
and Mr. L. tn every meafure that regarded 
| the treaty, and in iteps that had been taken 
to pave the way for its execution previous 
tohis arrival. After that event nothing 
wis left but commercial arrangement, end 
the price; in which they met with much 
cadour on the part of Marbois. 

Thiy treaty was confidered at 
mft important acquifition, an 
i Mr. L. the congratulations of 
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diplomatique, who knew the difficulties he 
had to encounter on his arrival, and who 
were warinly and vainly foliciting the pay- 
ment of their claims, aan he had got 
rs fo happily provided. 
orThoagh the Britith have taken fome 
merit for the treaty, they have not the 
leaft claim to it. Lord Whitworth declar- 
edafew days before he left Paris, that 
Louifiana had never been au objeé of 
difcufion between him and the French 
government. This appears by the papers 
laid betore parliament ; and Lord Hawks- 
bury, in announcing the treaty declared 
he had no knowledge of it till it was com- 
municated officially by Mr. King, who 
himfelt knew nothing of it tll conclu-

me if opinion. In this review I fhall on- 
ly notice, and that briefly, the motion to 
enquire into the official condu& of Judge 
Chafe, the refolution for abolifhing the 
loan offices, the motion to extinguifh the 
State Balances, and Mr. Randolph’s refo- 
lutions refpe€&ting the Georgia claims. I 
was oppofed to an inquifitorial inveftiga- 
tion of the condu& of a public officer, up- 
on the mere demand of a member in his 
place, without any {pecific accufation ; 
but I fubmitted without a murmur to the 
decifion of the majority, and voted for the 
impeachment in the firft inftance, alter 
the evidence was reported. I voted, in 


| the firft inflance, in favor of difcontinuing 


the office of commifftoners of loans; but 
upon a farther examination, I began to 
fear that the meafure might with pro. 
priety be conftrued into @ violation of 
public faith, and altered my vote. Moft 
of the republican members from Maflachu- 
fetts, like myfelt altered their yotes upon 
deliberate inveftigation, and the refolution 
was reje&ted by a {mall majority. Upon 
the motion to extinguifh the ftate balances 
the members from the New-England ftates 
were united, with the fingle exception of 
my colleague, Mr. Olin, to whofe integri- 
ty and abiiity I fhall always bear my feeble 
teftimony ; and the fame was the cafe on 
the fubjeét of the Georgia Claims, except 
that one member from Maflachuletts did 
not vote upon the queftion. Thele queft- 
ions were confidered as involving the in- 
terefis of the eaflern flates to the amount of

) have never beenthoroughly inveftigaced by 


the people at large ; but as they have now 
become of national importance, I fhali ren- 
der my conitituents an acceptble fervice by 
detailing to them the information J poilets 
vpon the fubjeét. This letter wil] be devo- 
ted to a general view of the fubjeét of the 
fiate balances and the fucceeding one to 
that of the Georgia Claims. 


The State Balances as they are called, re- 
lult from ciscumflances immediately con- 
ne&ted with our national independence. 
Innumerable were the difficulties whieh 
prefenied themfelves in our councils dur- 
ing the revolutionary war ; and the {miles 
of providence alone could have enabled 
our fathers to furmount them. From pe- 
culiar circumftances, certain ates contr- 
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buted more, and others lefs, than their 
equitable proportion, towards the fapport 
of the common caufe ; and certain princi- 
ples were prefcribed by Congrefs for an 
ultimate equalization and fettlement be- 
tween the ftates. The refolution under 
confideration propofed the extinguifhment 
of the balances, due from feveral of the in- 
dividual ftates to the United States, as ap- 
pears by a report of commiffioners appoin- 
ted to adjuft and finally to fettle the de- 
mands the feveral flates tor fervices ren- 
dered and fupplies furnifhed the United 
States inthe revolutionary war with Great- 
Britain. This report was made on the 5th 
D:cember, 1793. The whole amount of 
the balances due fromthe debtor {flates, 
and now propofed to be extinguifhed is 3, 
517,582 dollars, New-Hampfhire, Mal- 
fachufetts, Rhede-Ifland, Connefticut 
New-Jerley, South-Carolina and Georgia 
are creditor flates ; New-York, Delaware 
and North Carolina, debtor ftates, 
large amount ; the other ftates but little 
interefted inthe queftion. The commifl- 
fioners were men of integrity and talents, 
& their report met with a general acquief- 
cence at the time when it was made, The 
ftate of New- York has aétually paid a large 
fum towards her balance ; and fome ol the 
other debtor ftates have exprefsly recog- 
nized the fettlement. It is now propofed 
to extinguifh the balances by a mere aét of 
power, and congrels are almoft equally di- 
vided on the queftion. Were % not that 


fo large a number of reprefentatives confi- | 


der the ftates they reprefent as imterelted, 
and were it not that fome men poiie(s a 
wonderful faculty of making any quettion 
whatevera party one, this equal divifion of 
the national !egiflature on a fubjeé& fo fim- 
ple, would appear toa candid obferver ua- 
accountable. I cannot better illuflrase 
the nature and merits of the ‘fettlement, 
and the irrefiftible flrength of the argu- 
ments againft the extinguifhment, than by 
fubjoining an extra&t from the able {peech 
of Gen. Varnum, of Maffachufetts, upon 
the refolation ia queftion. 

“ THE ordinance which paffed the old 
Congrefs in 1787, authorizing the fettle. 
ment of the accounts of the feveral fates, 
ugainft the U. S. for fervices rendered and 
jupplies furnifhed during the war makes as 
ample & liberal provifion for an allowance 
of all the accounts exhibited,as could poffi- 
bly be expeéied, or even afked, by any of 
the parti¢s to the fettlement ; it was foun- 
ded on the principles of mutual comprom- 
ife, and by the unanimous confent of all 
the ftates. By the conditions of the fet- 
tlement agreed upon by that ordinance, 
the public faith of each ftate was folemnly 
pledged to all the other ftates, and the pub- 
lic faith of the United States was folemn] 
pledged to each individual ftate, that the 
fettlement,and proportion of the debt allot- 
ted to each ftate by the commiflioners thus 
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mutually agreed upon and chofen by all 

the ftates fhould be final and conclufive. 

Soon after the eftablifhment of the prefent 

government in the year1789, a law was 

paffed by Congrefs tor facilitating the fet- 

tlement and for filling vacancies in the 

board agreeable to the principles of the or- 

dinance of 1787, and fo tar as I have dif- 

covered by a recurrence to the journals, 

this law pafled without any oppofition. 

In 1790 Congrefs again aflumed the confi- 

deration of the fubje&, and pafled a law 

which mengpites all the principles of the 

ordinance of 1787, and provided that a 

diftribution of the whole expence fhould be 

made among the feveral fiates according to 

the firft cenfus under the prefent conftitu- 

tion.—This law was alfo paffed by the. 
almoft unanimous confent of the Houfe, 

& in the Senate where the flate fovereign. | 
ties are more particularly reprefented, it 

appears by the journals, to have paffed 

without oppofition. Thus, fir, from the 

firft agreement of #787 to the final clofe 
of the fettlement, all the ftates were unan- 

imous in the mode prefcribed for fettle- 

ment, and flood moft folemnly bound to’ 
each other to abide by it; and the public 

faith of the nation was, by the feveral as 

of congrefs on the fubje&, moft folemnly 

pledged tocarry it into effeét. 

** Can the legiflature then relinquilh 
thefe balances, without a violation of 
plighted public faith ? And yet will they 
undertake todo it? Sir, itis a fundamen- 
tal principle in the government of all civ- 
ilized nations to pay the moft facred re- 
gard to plighted public faith. And fir the 
triends of our government have derived 
much confolation trom the idea, that the 
United States would never fuffer their ma- 
tional charaéter to be ftained by a violation 
of this important national principle. Yet, 
fir, from what has taken place, it has been 
believed, that the Uaited States would not 
be beliind any nation on the earth in the 
prefervation of this pOblic virtue. But if 
the refolution on the table fhould be pafled 
into @ law, this valuable principle will re- 
ceivea wound which may lead to fatal con- 
fequences. I muft be permitted to doubt 
the power of congrefs to extinguifh thefe 
balances without the concurrence of all the 
fiates. ‘The fetement having been made 
under a foleran agreement of all the flates, 
where will you find a power vefted in con- 
grels to alienate the intereft which any in- 
dividual flate has acquired in the balance 
in confequence of that agreement, aod veft 
it in another itate ? No fuch power is ex-

prefled in the conftitution, nor can I con- 
ceive it to beimplied by any thing which is | 
expreffed in that inftrument. 
‘+ If then congrels have no conftitutional - 
power to make the extinguifhment, will |

“ Agenileman trom New-York has faid 
thar the fhment could not be 2 vi- 
olation of public faih,betaufe congrefs bad 
already given up a part of the debt.

ry of the United States by agiven period, 
the amount of the fums which hed been af- 
fumea by the U. States, of their refpeftive 
ftate debts prior to the fet:lement. But, 
fir, at the time of paffing that law, and ever 


fince I have confidered it in the fame point ~ 


of fight as 1 do the refolution before you, 
& therefore cannot admit that as a circum- 
ftance in favour nf the refolution. That 
provifion has now expired, without bei 
embraced by any one of the debtor fates, 
except in that which has been done by the 
ftate ot New-York, in fortitying her ports 
and harbours. Ifthe ftate of Delaware 
had thought proper to have complied with 
this liberal provifion, fhe mig ve been 
diicharged en a debt of 600,000 dollars 
for 60,000 dollars, but it feems that the 
preters a total extin@ion to a partial pay- 
ment. It the balances fhoufd be extin- 
guifhed on the principle that the fettlement 
was unjull,which is the only ground taken 
in favour of their extinguifhmeat, I am 
apprchenfive that this is only to be a flep- 
ping ftone to a more favorite objeft. I 
mean the extinguifhment of the balances 
due to the creditor ftates on the fettlement ; 
for although thefe balances have been tun- 
ded bythe United States, it is well known, 
that the evidences of the debt in the pof- 
feflion of the creditor fates are not trans- 
ferable, fo that Congrefs will have nothing 
to do to effc& this part of the bufinefs, but 
to order payment to the creditor flates on 
thofe balances to be ftopped.” 

1 thal! conclude with obferving that it is 
not probable that the debtor ftates will ev- 
er pay the full amount of their balances ; 
nor 1s it probable that the creditor fates, 
will ever engage in a civil war to compel 
them to make payment. This fitvation of 
things turnifhes, however, no argument in 
tavour of the adoption of the monftrous 
principle, or rather pervertion of all prin- 
ciple, that honeft debts may be extinguith- 
ed by a wanton aft of power. Let the 
balances ftand on record againft the> debr- 
ors until a fenfe of jultice fhal! prevail o- 
ver private intereft, and induce them to 
make an honorable compofition with their 


creditors. ?

not discouraged he led them on to the second, where 
he received several others ; still concealing his situ- 
ation from his conrpanions, he conducted them to 
the third, in carrying which he received 2 musket 
ball through the lower viscera. of which he almost 
instantly died. From the Spanish troops but little 
nid was received in the first partial engagements, 
with the blacks, but in this decisive one, the pres- 
ence of their commander, whom they loved and fear- 
ed, snimated them to actions which seemed to be 
inspired by a desire to surpass their Freach com- 
rades. 

The defeat was ccmplete. 1500 brigands were 
counted dead on the field of battle ; all their amu- 
nition, a large portion of military stores, their maza- 
zines of provisions, an‘! the military chest and treas- 
ure of the Emperour, fell into the hands of the vic- 
tor; whose loss inthe battle did not exceed 80 men. 

The fleet of Admiral Messessi (or Minissis) ar- 
rived either on the day of battle or the day succeed- 
ing, but bad not at the time landed any troops. The 
ships did not come to anchor, but after putting the 
aids which they had for the garrison on shore, stood 
out to sea. 
St. Domingo have been invited to return; as the 
mege is raised, and the army of Dessalines com- 
pletely withdrawn.
